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BIOGRAPHY. 
THE LATE JEREMIAH EVARTS, ESQ. 
Mr. Evarts was born of respectable,but humble 
parentage, in the town of Sunderland, \ ermont, 
on the $d of February, 1781. At the age of ten 
vears, he removed with his father to Georgia, im 
ihe same State, where he completed the usual Eng- 
lish education, aud entered upon the study of the 
Latin language. In January, 1798, he was sent 
to East Guilford, in the State of Connecticut, with 
the view of preparing for college, under the tuition 
of the Rev. Mr. Elliot, the minister of the place; 
and in October of the same year, he entered Yale 
College, then under the superintendence of the late 
President Dwight. His journal at this’ period, 
though very briet, exhibits many indications of a 
thinking, independent mind, that felt the responsi- 
bility of guiding and forming itself upona high 
standard of excellence. His conversion took place 
during a remarkable outpouring of the Spirit: of 
God upon the College, during lis senior year, in 
the winter of 1801-2; and in the April following, 
he made a public profession of religion, and united 
himself with the church inthe college. At the 
time his class graduated, in 1802, he united with 
those of his classmates who were professors of re- 
ligion, ina mutual covenant, a copy of which has 
been found among his private papers, to pray for 
each other, to learn one another's circumstetices, 
and to correspond with, and counsel one adother, 
in subsequent life.

About ninety of these churches 
are very remarkable, and are counted among the 
| tare things of Rome. ‘There are said to be about 
fifteen thousand priests of all grades. ‘There are 
| also seventy convents for monks and sixty for nuns. 
, These churches are perpetually open, and there 
seems to be no hour of the day Or night that some } 
bell is not rnng for a set service. [| have never yet | 
entered achurch here, that more or less persons 
| Were not there at their devotions, It would ap- 
pear that a good Catholic cannot perform any act 
(of worship, but before some consecrated altar. 
‘The great have their private chapels and oratoires 
at home, but the private devotionse® the vast mul- 
| titude are made either in the churches, or before | 
| crucifixes, virgins or saints, placed in the niches of | 
| the walls along the streets. The Virgin is evi- | 
dently the favorite object of worship, and performs 
more miracles in behalf of her w shippers than 
the whole calendar of saints besnes. There is 
scarcely an individual, especially of the low orders, 
who cannot te!l you of some special and gracious 
interference of the Madonna in his or her behalf. 
Nor is this belief confined to the lower orders, 
Some of the upper ranks, and of the clergy, have 
the most implicit faith in the effectual operations of 
the Virgin. You are aware that a new Pope was 
elected a few weeks since. The conclave was 
much divided and for a long time it seemed impos- 
sible to come toa choice. At last a learned Pre- , 
late proposed an agreement with the blessed Vir- 
gin; that ifshe would permit a Pope to be elected 
without any further delay, he would consent, on 
his part, that she might visit him with six weeks’ 
severe sickness. ‘The bargain was struck. The 
Pope was elected the next day, and the pious pre- 
late immediately fell sick, and so continued for just 
the space of six weeks—for it would seem the Vir | 
gin was not disposed to abate one iota in the sum 
of his suffering which was stipulated to be paid as | 
a compensation for her favor! 

The churches are uniformly dedicated to some 
saints—never, or very rarely, to God, ‘The dedi- 
cation of St. Peter's is ‘* to the Chiefot the Apos- 
tles.”’ They have made the most they could, cer- 
tainly, of all the saints, but epecial use of St.

Another church is erected over what 
is called the Mamertine Prison (from the name of | 
one of the keepers.) The Prison, which is really | 
| curious as being the only one in Reme for several 
centuries, is perfectly preserved under the church, 
and here is shown a fountain of water in the nar- 
row cell, springing up out of the solid rock, which 
they tell you miraculously gushed forth to enable 
the Apostle to baptize’ his two jailors and forty- 
seven other persons, all of whom afterwards sul 
fered martyrdom. Whata pity that it should have 
been doubted or d sputed that the intre H id Peter 
was ever at Rome in his We! But 
with ehurches dedicated to the two great 

Apostles. One has been erected of course, on the 

spot where St. Paul suffered martyrdom, and in 

| this church are three living fountaine, which flowed 
forth instantaneously and miraculously trom the 
three distinct places upon which the hea lof the 
martyr bounded as it was struck off by the axe of 
the executioner! Another church preserves the 
very chains with which St. Peter was bound in 
prison. 

Some such veritable portion of history 1s con- 
nected with almost every church, of any note, in 
Rome. The oldest Catholic church here, and 
probably in the world, is built over the place where 
a fountain of oil gushed forth on the very day on 
which the Saviour was born. The fountain ex- 
ists in the the church.

of the glory of God’s perfections, and the won- 
dertulness of his grace in Christ, and their own 
unworthiness, in such a manner that cannot be 
perfectly expressed after them. ‘Their sense of 
their exceeding litthkeness and vileness, and their 
disposition to abase themselves before God, has 
| appeared to be great in proportion to their light 

ind joy. Such persons among us as have been 
| thus distinguished with the most extraordinary 
discoveries of God, have commonly in nowise 
appeared with the assuming, and self-conceited, 
and self-sufficient airs of enthusiasts, but exceed- 
ing'y the contrary; and are eminent fora spirit of

They very of- 
ten speak much of their sense of the excellency 
of the way of salvation, by free and sovereign 
grace, through the righteousness of Christ alone ; 
and low it is with delight that they renounce 
righteousness, and rejoice in having no 
int made of it. Manyhave expressed them- 
es to this purpose, that it would lessen the 
s: ction they hope for in heaven to have it by 
their own righteousness, orin any other way than 
| as bestowed by tree grace, and tor Christ's sake 

They speak much of the inexpressible- 
f what they experience, how their words 
| fail, so that they can in no wise declare it: and
